We always welcome each volume of this series and scarcely ever 
examine one without finding something for immediate use. The 
present volume opens with a most admirable note on page 21 and 
covering 60 odd pages upon "Identifying Misapplied Trust Fund, to 
Follow and Recover Them." The note on page 164 "Right of Holder 
of Check to Maintain Action Thereon against Bank" is of much in- 
terest, as is the note on page 196 as to partnership "Liability of Stock- 
holders in Case of Defective or Illegal Incorporation." On page 
382 "Liability for Injury by Giving Away of Barrier in Highway 
When One Sat or Leaned upon it," is upon a somewhat novel ques- 
tion. On page 445 is a note covering some 40 qdd pages upon "Coun- 
terclaims," which is very full and complete. Note on page 783 "Va- 
lidity of Agreement of Agent to Renew Policy in Future," presents 
some novel views upon this subject. The note on page 1162 is a 
valuable treatise upon "Cumulative Evidence as Ground for New 
Trial in Civil Cases."
